Reasons for planning your career path 


* over half of the adult female population 
works outside the home-an increase of 
close to 60% over the past ten years. 


* by the year 2000 it is estimated that 70% 
of women over 20 years of age will be in 
the labour force. 


* most women must financially support 
themselves in their lives: approximately 
two out of five women either never marry 
or will lose their husbands through death 
or divorce. 


* 52% of all married women in Canada work 
outside the home to help support their 
families.
